DEDICATION 


Many  of  us  can  remember  the  time  when  Oakham's  population  was  so 
small  that  our  Police  Chief,  Norman  L.  Drolet,  knew  us  all  by 
name  and  where  we  lived.  He'd  keep  a  special  watch  over  our 
Senior  Citizens  and  those  living  alone.  You  could  call  his  house 
any  time,  day  or  night,  and  he  or  his  faithful  dispatchers  would 
send  assistance. 

He's  taken  many  of  us  to  the  hospital,  given  quite  a  few  of  us 
speeding  tickets,  taken  a  few  of  us  to  jail,  and  he  even  assisted 
in  helping  one  of  us  into  this  world. 

What  we  may  not  remember,  but  should,  is  the  professional 
persistence  Norman  displayed  during  his  tenure  as  our  Police 
Chief.  Norman  was  consistently  striving  to  improve  the  training 
of  his  staff  and  the  equipment  they  used  to  provide  quality 
service  to  the  Town. 

Under  his  guidance,  our  police  station  wagon  received  it's  first 
tank  of  oxygen  and  resusci tator .  He  got  us  two  portable  radios 
and  a  radar  unit  with  Federal  Grant  monies.  Years  later,  our 
station  wagon  was  upgraded  to  a  well  equipped  van  and  finally  to 
one  of  the  best  equipped  ambulances  in  the  State. 

Norman  insisted  on  the  best  training  for  his  men  and  women,  for 
their  protection  and  ours.  The  Regional  Police  School,  Criminal 
Justice  Trainincj,  courses  in  Narcotics,  C.P.R.,  and  E.M.T, 
training  were  but  a  few  of  the  courses  of  instruction  provided  to 
our  officers  and  ambulance  crew.  The  training  and  new  equipment 
were  often  free  to  the  Town  from  donations  or  grants. 

We  will  remember  you,  Norman  L,  Drolet,  for  your  years  of 
dedicated  service  and  the  striving  to  excellence  that  mark  your 
years  as  Police  Chief  in  Dakham.  We  all  wish  you  a  healthy  and 
happy  retirement.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  are  proud  to  present  the  reports  of  Town 
Officers,  Boards,  and  Committees  for  the  fiscal  year  1990, 
covering  the  period  from  July  1,  1989  to  June  30,  1990. 

We  continue  to  experience  severe  budget  shortages  due  to  the 
shortfall  of  local  aid  from  the  State,  despite  their  continued 
promises  of  level  funding.  This  has  put  tremendous  pressure  on 
departments,  finance  committees,  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to 
try  and  maintain  critical  services  with  severe  reductions  in 
revenues.  We  ask  that  all  departments  continue  to  be  as  frugal 
as  possible  with  their  finances  as  we  continue  to  face  severe 
shortages  for  the  next  few  years. 

There  continues  to  be  a  high  level  of  activity  at  the  Town  Hall 
offices  for  all  personnel  involved  with  the  day  to  day  operations 
of  our  Town  government, 

Oakham  continues  to  strive  to  offer  new  services,  and  address  the 
changing  needs  of  our  residents  as  time  and  resources  allow. 

This  past  year  we  have  seen  the  introduction  of  the  Emergency  911 
Call  System  which  truly  simplifies  the  method  by  which  we  can 
reach  any  one  of  our  emergency  services  (Police,  Fire, 

Ambulance).  We  have  also  engaged  the  services  of  Amrac  Company 
to  furnish  a  cable  TV  system  throughout  the  Town, 

It  is  also  a  year  in  which  the  community  has  joined  together  in 
regards  to  environmental  issues  and  has  developed  a  recycling 
program  for  the  landfill.  This  effort  will,  hopefully,  extend 
the  life  of  the  landfill. 

On  February  5th,  our  Police  Chief,  Norman  Drolet,  notified  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  of  his  plans  to  retire  effective  July  1,  1990. 
Norman  has  served  as  the  Police  Chief  for  the  Town  of  Oakham  for 
the  past  25  years.  We  wish  to  thank  him  for**  his  dedication  to 
this  Town  for  the  those  years.  He  has  been  a  loyal  and  faithful 
public  servant  and  we  all  wish  him  the  very  best  as  he  enters  his 
retirement . 

While  this  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one,  it  has  also  been  a  very 
rewarding  one  for  the  Town  of  Oakham.  At  this  time,  we  wish  to 
thank  all  the  people  elected,  appointed,  and  the  volunteers,  who 
have  given  of  themselves  so  freely,  to  enable  this  Town  to 
continue  to  operate  and  provide  the  essential  services  to  the 
community .

Chief  of  Police 


The  year  1990  was  a  historic  year  for  the  Oakham  police  department  as  well  as  the 
Town,  for  three  reasons.  First,  1990  was  the  second  year  for  a  full  time  police  department. 
Also,  in  the  spring  of  1990,  the  Town  hired  a  full  time  police  Chief,  and  third,  during  1990 
the  Ambulance  was  given  a  more  independent  status  by  the  Selectmen. 

I  have  broken  down  1990  into  two  periods,  the  first  covering  January  1st  to  June  30th, 
and  the  second  period  covering  July  1st  to  December  31st.  During  the  first  half  of  1990, 
the  department  was  under  the  direction  of  Norman  Drolet,  and  the  first  six  month  summary 
is  based  on  the  records  which  he  left:

When  I  assumed  the  duties  and  responsibilities  as  Chief,  I  also  brought  with  me  a 
philosophy  of  policing  in  the  1990's,  based  on  four  equally  important  concepts  or 
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principles.  I  have  now  introduced  this  philosophy  to  the  department,  and  it  may  be 
summarized  as  follows: 

1 .  Police  administration. 

2.  Patrol. 

3.  Community  relations. 

4.  Team  policing  and  training. 

1.  Police  Administration:  As  the  Chief  of  Police,  I  will  exercise  responsibility  for  the 
administration  of  the  department  and  control  all  aspects  of  its  operations,  including  not  only 
the  day  to  day  tasks,  but  also  establishing  duty  rosters,  formulating  and  overseeing 
budgets,  attending  meetings  and  reviewing  bills  and  payrolls. 

2.  Patrol:  In  a  town  like  Oakham,  I  believe  that  the  Chief  of  Police  should  be  out  of 
his  office,  meeting  the  public  and  enforcing  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  by¬ 
laws  of  the  Town.  To  assess  the  effectiveness  of  this  aspect  of  policing,  it  is  important  that 
solid  statistics  are  accumulated.  In  the  past  the  police  department  recorded  all  telephone 
calls  to  the  dispatch  center  as  a  "police"  call.  A  better  and  more  modern  way  to  record  calls 
is  to  break  them  down  into  three  categories,  namely  (a.)  calls  for  service  (CFS),  (b.) 
investigations  and  (c.)  patrol  initiated  activity  (P.I.A.).  During  the  last  six  months  of 
1990,  we  saw  the  following  breakdown  in  these  categories: 


a.  Calls  for  Service:  202 

b.  Investigations:  139 

c.  Patrol  initiated  activity  (which  includes  all

3.  Community  relations:  There  are  several  non-enforcement  activities  which  can  have 
a  profound  affect  on  our  Town,  that  depends  on  positive  community  involvement  for 
success.  I  include  in  this  category  all  police  sponsored  school  safety  programs  as  well  as 
overall  crime  prevention  programs.  In  the  last  six  months  I  have  established  a  school 
safety  program  which  covered  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  including  babysitting,  bus  safety, 
and  alcohol  and  drugs  awareness.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  school  principal  and  his  staff 
for  their  solid  support  and  co-operation  in  helping  me  present  these  programs.  I  think  that  I 
can  sum  up  my  goal  in  the  area  of  community  relations  by  offering  the  following  thought- 
in  a  city,  when  a  resident  calls  for  help,  they  will  get  a  professional  police  officer;  in  the 
Town  of  Oakham,  when  a  resident  calls  I  want  him  or  her  to  get  not  only  a  professional 
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police  officer,  but  also  a  human  being  that  they  know  at  least  by  face,  if  not  by  name. 
Urban  police  officers  tend  to  be  efficient,  small  town  officers  should  be  effective  as  well. 

I  am  available  to  meet  with  any  group  in  the  town,  either  civic  or  social,  church  or  school, 
to  discuss  police  work  or  any  other  interest  they  may  have.  I  have  open  office  hours  on 
Wednesday  evenings,  6  pm  to  8  pm. 

4.  Team  policing  and  training:  The  Oakham  police  department  is  far  more  than  one 
individual,  it  includes  a  group  of  dedicated  police  officers  who  serve  on  a  part  time  basis. 
The  concept  of  team  policing  means  that  we  all  know  the  goals  that  have  been  set,  and  we 
are  all  working  towards  the  same  objectives.  This  concept  is  ideally  suited  to  the  small 
town  department.  The  heart  of  professional  policing  is  solid  and  continuing  training.  We 
all  know  that  we  live  in  a  very  litigious  society,  and  the  primary  defense  to  law  suits  is 
good  training.  As  a  U.S.  Supreme  Court  justice  said  “if  you  think  that  training  is 
expensive,  just  ask  a  jury  how  expensive  it  is  to  be  untrained^^  Officers  of  this  department 
take  yearly  training  in  the  following  areas: 

C.P.R. 

First  responder  training  (first  aid). 

Firearms. 

General  in-service  training. 

In  January  of  this  year  three  residents  of  Oakham  started  the  Reserve  Police  academy  and 
will  be  available  for  service  in  the  spring.  In  February  a  Sergeants  exam  will  be  offered,  to 
be  administered  in  two  parts.  The  first  part  will  be  a  written  examination  and  the  second 
part  will  be  an  oral  board  presided  over  by  three  ranking  officers  from  other  departments. 
From  this  process,  two  officers  will  be  selected  and  I  will  go  before  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  ask  them  to  appoint  one  officer  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant. 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  especially  the  citizens  of 
Oakham  for  making  me  feel  welcome  and  for  their  support  during  the  past  six  months.  I 
am  looking  forward  to  continue  working  with  the  Board  and  the  residents,  to  make  our 
community  a  safe  and  happy  place  to  live  and  grow  up  in.

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OAKHAM  AMBULANCE 
REPORT  FOR  CALENDAR  1990 


During  1990,  the  town  ambulance  resix)nded  to  65  calls  which  resulted  in  transporting  a  total  of  67 
patients  to  area  hospitals.  In  addition,  the  ambulance  responded  to  several  automobile  accidents,  fires  and 
mutual  aid  incidents  where  no  service  was,  happily,  required.  This  year  also  saw  many  changes  in  our  1) 
organization,  2)  equipment  and  3)  membership. 

1 .  First,  the  Ambulance  service  was  reorganized  within  the  Police  Department  to  give  us  greater 
efficiency.  The  Ambulance  is  still  under  the  overall  responsibility  of  the  Police  Department. 
Within  that  framework,  the  Ambulance  was  formally  structured  with  a  Director,  Assistant 
Director,  Training  Officer  and  Maintenance  Officer.  These  changes  were  reviewed  and  approved  by 
Chief  David  Galena  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

2.  In  the  area  of  equipment,  1990  saw  some  major  strides  made.  With  the  closing  of  Holden 
Hospital,  the  transport  time  from  Oakham  to  the  nearest  hospital  emergency  room  increased  by 
12-15  minutes.  While  this  amount  of  time  seems  minimal,  in  fact  it  is  a  serious  concern.  To 
help  counter  the  detrimental  effect  that  increased  transport  time  has  on  a  patient's  ultimate 
outcome,  the  Ambulance,  through  training  and  equipment,  is  elevating  the  level  of  care  that  we  are 
able  to  provide.  As  a  result  of  a  very  successful  fund  drive,  we  purchased  a  semi-automatic 
defibrillator  which  can  be  of  significant  value  to  a  heart  attack  victim.  The  entire  crew  was  trained 
and  certified  at  the  EMT-D  level.  We  also  purchased  a  pulse  oximeter  which  helps  us  monitor  a 
patient’s  oxygen  needs  during  the  run  to  the  hospital.  These  devices,  plus  other  new  equipment 
were  made  possible  by  generous  donations  from  many  people.  To  give  you  an  idea  of  our 
dependance  on  donations  and  how  much  they  support  our  service,  consider  this:  the  actual  cost  of 
operating  the  Ambulance  during  calender  1990  was  $31,833.  Of  this  amount  the  Town 
appropriated  $3,950  dollars,  in  addition  we  received  $3,000  from  insurance  companies  for  a  total 
funding  of  $6,950  dollars  or  22%  of  the  total  cost.  All  of  the  rest  was  supplied  by  private 
contributions  and  donations  of  equipment  and  supplies.  We  wish  to  extend  a  deep  and  heartfelt 
thank  you  to  everyone  who  supported  us  in  terms  of  money,  equipment  and  perhaps  the  greatest 
donation,  their  own  time  and  energy, 

3.  The  membership  of  our  service  also  expanded  significantly  during  1990,  with  the  addition  of  nine 
new  EMTs,  bring  the  total  number  to  17. 

The  1990's  will  be  a  very  difficult  time  for  local  Emergency  Medical  Services.  Budget  cuts  at  the 
Federal  and  State  level  have  already  left  gaps  which  must  be  dealt  with  in  some  fashion  by  local  EMS 
providers.  At  the  present  time  we  are  looking  into  the  possibility  of  further  upgrading  our  service  to  the 
Intermediate  level,  which  will  allow  us  to  add  some  more  advanced  procedures.

This  past  fiscal  year  the  Fire  Department  was  kept  very  busy 
with  several  large  structure  fires  in  addition  to  our  usual  calls. 
Through  proper  training  and  assistance  by  mutual  aid,  the  losses 
were  held  to  the  out  buildings,  therefore  saving  the  homes  of  these 
peop 1 e . 

The  support  by  the  townspeople  to  our  firefighters  during 
these  blazes,  with  food  and  drink  was  greatly  appreciated. 

In  addition,  the  federally  mandated  Comprehensive  Emergency 
Management  Plan  for  Oakham  was  completed  by  the  departments  involved. 
This  plan  details  the  response  by  town  departments  and  agencies 
during  and  after  a  national  or  natural  disaster  for  Oakham. 

The  Fire  Department  appreciates  the  positive  response  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  to  form  a  committee  to  study  methods  to  replace 
our  aged  1952  Dodge  rescue  truck.  This  committee  will  report  at 
the  1991  annual  town  meeting. 

In-house  training  has  continued  in  rescue,  auto  extrication, 
pumping,  hydraulics  and  tactics/strategy.  Several  members  have 
recently  completed  their  EMT  requirements  and  are  presently  serving 
on  the  ambulance. 

Cooperative  training  between  the  firefighters  and  EMT's  has 
gone  very  well  and  has  proven  in  time  of  need  to  work  very  smoothly. 

As  the  new  fiscal  year  began,  the  Town  saw  the  retirement  of 
long  time  police  Chief  Drolet.  After  his  many  years  working  with 
the  Fire  Department,  we  wish  him  well  on  his  very  deserved  retirement.

The  first  offense  will  get  a 
written  warning/  the  second  a  $5  fine  plus  boarding/  and  the 
third  offense  will  be  a  $10  fine  plus  boarding.  Any  more  than 
three  offenss  in  any  year  will  result  in  action  to  permanently 
restrain  the  dog.

The  Board  of  Health  continued  to  maintain  a  busy  agenda.  We  have 
addressed  a  large  increase  in  health  situations  requiring  the 
expertise  of  our  professional  agents. 

In  these  timesj,  and  the  times  ahead,  health  conditions  of  this 
growing  community  will  need  further  attention.  For  example,  we 
have  addressed  problems  regarding: 

t  Questionable  health  environments  for  children 

*  Questionable  dumping  and  disposal  of  oils  and 
battery  acids 

t  The  on-going  problem  of  Maple  Street's  septic 
systems 

#  The  questionable  status  of  the  landfill 

We  have  a  Landfill  Study  Committee  which  has  been  patiently 
waiting  for  approval  of  closure  plans  submitted  over  two  years 
ago.  In  our  attempt  to  maintain  the  landfill  for  as  long  as 
possible,  we  have  begun  mandatory  recycling. 

The  Board  of  Health  continues  to  issue  permits  for  wells,  repair 
of  septic  systems,  and  installations  of  new  systems.  Our  agents 
witness  the  perc  tests,  approve  the  plans  and  designs,  and 
perform  the  inspections.  They  are  also  responsible  for 
inspecting  the  food  service  establishments  and  renewing  licenses 
for  the  two  campgrounds  in  Town,  plus  Treasure  Valley. 

We  will  continue  to  address  any  complaint  or  other  health  related 
issue . 

The  Board  of  Health  holds  bi-monthly  meetings,  the  first  and 
third  Mondays  of  the  month.

This  year  an  attempt  was  made  to  organize  a  Friends  of  the 
Council  group  that  would  act  as  a  fund  raising  and  support  agency 
for  Oakham's  senior  citizens.  The  paper  work  for  incorporation 
is  with  the  lawyer  and  we  are  hoping  that  by  next  year  Friends  of 
the  Council  will  officially  begin  helping  the  Council  on  Aging  in 
its  efforts  to  meet  the  needs  of  Oakham's  elderly. 

The  Council  again  wishes  to  thank  the  Oakham  Lions  Club  for  its 
generous  donation  supporting  the  cost  of  our  Christmas  Party. 
Thank  you  also  to  the  ladies  of  the  Oakham  Congregational  Church, 
who  prepared  and  served  the  delicious  meal. 

The  Council  incurred  several  budget  increases  this  fiscal  year. 
The  printing  price  of  the  Oakham  Herald  increased  from  $34.00  to 
$46.00;  the  Nutrition  Program  contribution  increased  by  $70.00; 
and  $60.00  was  paid  for  fruit  baskets  at  the  Annual  Christmas 
Party . 

A  ruling  was  made  in  March  of  1990  that  a  3  person  minimum  would 
be  necessary  before  a  van  would  be  rented  for  a  trip. 

On  June  20,  1990,  the  Selectmen  and  Council  accepted,  with 
regret,  the  resignation  of  Merton  Jacobson,  C.O.A.  Chairman.  Mr. 
Jacobson  served  the  council  for  7  years  and  represented  Oakham  on 
several  area  boards  and  committees.  He  is  still  active  on  behalf 
of  the  elderly  and  continues  to  be  a  helpful  resource  to  the 
Oakham  Council.  Thank  you,  Mert,  for  the  many  miles  and  long 
hours  spent  to  make  Oakham  a  warmer,  safer,  and  healthier  place 
for  our  senior  citizens.

Special  Permits 

Responding  to  requests  for  special  permit  uses,  the  application 
and  hearing  process  resulted  in  approval  of  six  Special  Permits 
for  commercial  application:  gravel  removal,  a  golf  course,  and 
four  home  businesses  (sign  company,  day  care  center,  dental  lab, 
and  construction  office) . 

No  Special  Permit  applications  were  disapproved. 

Two  previously  issued  Special  Permits  were  reviewed  for  apparent 
non-conformance  with  conditions. 

One  Special  Permit  application  is  under  consideration,  awaiting  a 
statement  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Plan  Approvals 

Six  plans  were  presented  for  Planning  Board  review.  Five  were 
single-lot  plans;  one  was  a  two-lot  subdivision.  All  were  in 
conformance  with  regulations,  and  were  approved. 

Revision  of  Town  By-Laws 

The  Town  By-Laws  are  a  legal  patchwork,  developed  since  1951  on 
an  as-needed  basis,  and  in  their  present  form  offer  little  or  no 
protection  against  many  of  the  sophisticated  legal  challenges 
already  faced  and  addressed — at  great  expense — by  towns  caught  in 
the  growth  squeeze  between  Boston  and  Worcester. 

Many  of  the  amendments  have  been  written  only  as  an  emergency 
response  to  a  situation  created  by  text  which  was  legally 
inadequate,  or  by  the  lack  of  any  text  at  all.  For  example,  the 
By-Laws  contain  no  listing  of  specific  uses  which  voters  might 
want  to  prohibit  in  any  location,  under  any  circumstances.  Such 
a  list  could  include  hazardous  waste  storage,  incineration  or 
conversion;  regional  solid  waste  processing  plant;  medical  waste 
incinerator;  sewage  sludge  deposit  and/or  processing;  and  a  power 
plant. 

To  create  the  legal  controls  which  would  allow  future  residential 
and  commercial  growth,  while  preserving  the  town's  character,  we 
strongly  urge  that  the  Town  commission  a  comprehensive 
professional  revision  of  the  Oakham  By-Laws,  to  be  reviewed  by 
all  town  boards  and  departments.  Town  Counsel,  and  the  voters. 

We  have  requested  information  about  professional  by-la'w  review 
and  revision  from  other  town  planning  boards,  the  Central 
Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Commission,  and  the  environmental 
law  firm  of  McBregor,  Shea  -?<  Donliner,  Their  response  reinforces 
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our  r»comm»nd«tion  that  tho  By-laws  should  be  revised  without 
delay. 


We  hope  to  obtain  fee  proposals  in  time  to  request  funding  for 


this  professional  revision  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
the  current  economic  situation  temporarily  reduces  the 
of  a  By-Law  challenge,  the  process  of  reviewing  drafts 
a  final  version  for  the  voters'  consideration  can  take 
more .

This  is  due,  in  most  part,  to  our  librarian,  Maude 
Stone,  and  her  able  assistant,  Stella  Anderson.  We  are  very 
thankful  to  have  them.  Maude's  story  hours  are  very  popular  and 
a  great  pleasure  for  mothers  and  children  alike. 

The  State  of  Massachusetts  offers  assistance  in  the  form  of 
grants,  totalling  ^1870  this  past  year;  a  welcome  addition  to  our 
budget . 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  raise  money  through  various  projects; 
the  clothing  depot,  donations,  etc.  This  means  that  funds  were 
available  to  pay  for  the  repair  of  the  exterior  light  pole  and 
there  are  plans  for  ceiling  fans  to  be  installed.  The  copying 
machine  is  a  great  convenience  and  their  Christman  Tea  is  a 
holiday  treat. 

This  year,  the  Library  received  the  gift  of  a  used  book  drop, 
located  just  to  the  left  of  the  front  entrance.  Many  thanks  to 
our  trustee,  Susan  Meyer  and  her  mother.  We  wish  to  welcome  a 
new  trustee,  Patricia  Ssafarowicz,  who  began  her  duties  after  the 
recent  election. 

Plans  continue  for  the  next  stage  of  roof  repair.  The  rear 
valleys  are  next  on  the  agenda,  and  once  the  roof  is  rain-proof, 
the  walls  need  painting  and  some  rugs  need  replacing.  These 
needs  should  be  addressed  over  the  next  few  years.

The  past  year  proved  to  be  another  busy  and  interesting  one  as 
many  new  residents  became  a  part  of  our  Library  family,  either  by 
receiving  library  cards  or  participating  in  our  story  hours.  As 
most  of  our  old  friends  continue  to  take  advantage  of  our 
services,  this  means  we  continue  to  grow  each  year.  To  date,  we 
have  issued  over  500  adult  library  cards  and,  although  we  do  not 
issue  cards  to  our  very  young  patrons,  we  do  serve  about  200 
youngsters  in  the  course  of  a  year. 

Our  circulation  of  printed  material  last  year  topped  11,000  and 
our  circulation  of  video  tapes  was  over  2,400. 

The  copying  machine  continues  to  be  used  regularly  by  library 
members  and  Town  residents  and  we  remain  thankful  to  the  Friends 
of  the  Oakham  Library  for  its  purchase  and  up-keep.  We  also 
extend  our  thanks  to  this  organization  for  the  repair  of  one  of 
the  outside  post  lights. 

To  date,  we  await  the  installation  of  three  ceiling  fans  that 
will,  hopefully,  help  with  heating  costs  by  keeping  the  heat  away 
from  the  high  ceilings  and  will  also  cool  the  building  during  the 
summer  months.  For  this  improvement,  we  are  also  indebted  to  The 
Friends . 

Another  convenience  to  our  patrons,  is  the  installation  of  a  drop 
box  for  library  books.  This  we  also  received  at  no  cost  to  the 
Town,  as  Susan  Meyer,  one  of  our  Library  Trustees,  was 
instrumental  in  obtaining  it  for  us. 

Dur  story  hours  remain  as  busy  as  always  and  the  summer  reading 
program  we  conducted  this  year  proved  to  be  a  successful  program 
enjoyed  by  the  school-age  youngsters.  This  program  is  sponsored 
in  part  by  the  Central  Mass.  Regional  Library  System,  who 
provides  materials  and  ideas  for  the  program. 

Our  annual  Christmas  Party  and  tree  lighting  was  well  attended 
and  enjoyed  by  a  large  group  of  Oakham  residents  and,  as  usual, 
we  are  grateful  to  the  Oakham  Fire  Department  for  decorating  the 
John  Robinson  Christmas  tree  and  to  Walter  Derrick  for  the 
donation  of  our  inside  Christmas  tree. 

We  also  want  to  thank  all  who  donated  books,  used  clothing  for 
sales  conducted  by  The  Friends,  and  to  the  story  hour  mothers, 
who  are  helpful  in  so  many  ways.  To  the  Cub  Scouts,  the  4-H 
Horse  Club,  the  Brownies  and  Girl  Scouts,  and  their  leaders,  we 
say,  thank  you. 
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Although  everyone  in  Town  doesn't  use  our  facilities  or  support 
us  in  any  way,  a  large  percentage  do,  and  we  are  grateful  and 
proud  to  say  we  are  better  able  to  offer  more  and  better  services 
because  of  their  help  and  interest.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  1989-90  school  year  was  both  exciting  and  discouraging.  The  opening 
of  three  nev;  elementary  facilities  inBarre,  Hardwick  and  Oakham,  and  the  receipt 
of  a  $7.5  M  school  construction  grant  for  the  town  of  Hubbardston  were  highlights 
unsurpassed  in  the  decades  since  the  original  construction  of  the  facilities 
remodeled  or  replaced  by  these  new  projects.  In  addition,  the  receipt  of  the 
fourth  and  the  largest  yet  school  construction  grant  for  the  District's 
Hubbardston  School  Project  was  particularly  welcomed  especially  in  light  of  the 
state's  budgetary  crisis. 

Unfortunately,  during  the  1989-90  school  year  state  funding  problems 
continued  to  diminish  the  District's  ability  to  provide  students  with  quality 
educational  programs.  Fortunately,  whenever  possible,  local  towns  attempted  to 
fund  unfunded  state  educational  promises.  Even  with  this  "extra"  local  effort 
we  were  forced  to  again  reduce  professional  staff.  During  the  past  two  years 
we  have  lost  twenty-two  staff  members  and  gained  nearly  three  hundred  new 
students  districtwide.  Needless  to  say,  class  sizes  are  larger  and  programs 
have  been  eliminated  or  reduced  at  all  grade  levels  (K-12). 

While  some  local  fund  raising  efforts  have  been  initiated  to  lessen  the 
"crunch,"  the  results  of  these  efforts  have  not  been  sufficient  to  resurrect 
the  under-  and/or  un-funded  student  programs.  Students  have  also  been  (are 
being)  charged  "user's  fees"  in  order  to  participate  in  various  programs... a 
situation  that  smacks  of  the  "privatizing  of  education."  This  is  a  concept 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  public  education,  but  an  idea  that  has  allowed  us  to 
continue  our  athletic  program  at  the  junior-senior  high  school  level. 

Due  to  the  efforts  of  a  dedicated  and  talented  staff,  we  have  been  able 
to  address  the  difficult  challenges  created  by  funding  problems.  We,  unlike  many 
communities,  are  attempting  to  educate  more  students  with  fewer  resources. .. a 
difficult  and  perhaps  impossible  task. 

Fortunately,  local  town  and  community  members  have  volunteered  to  assist 
in  the  schools'  operation.  Such  has  lessened  our  burdens  and  has  allowed  us  to 
devote  more  time  to  the  classroom. 
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The  schools  are  feeling,  as  are  townspeople,  the  "economic  crunch"  caused 
by  the  serious  down-turn  in  the  region's  economy.  Yet,  the  schools,  like  each 
of  you,  must  continue  to  struggle  to  identify  and  solve  the  problems  created  by 
these  economic  realities.  Albeit  difficult  and  some  days  seemingly  impossible, 
the  District's  personnel  will  continue  to  work  tirelessly  to  ensure  that  the 
children  are  provided  with  the  best  that  resources  will  allow.  We  are  prepared 
to  restructure  our  schools  and  to  seek  new  and  different  ways  to  provide  our 
children  with  the  best  educational  programs  possible.  To  this  end,  we,  like  you, 
committed.

Annual  Report:  School  Year  1989-90 

It  was  with  mixed  emotions  that  we  closed  out  the  1939-90  school  year  and 
prepared  -for  school  year  1990-91.  Our  long  awaited  and  much  needed  move  to  the 
new  addition  took  place  during  February  vacation.  Sta-f-f,  students  and 
townspeople  pitched  in  to  make  the  move  complete  in  -four  short  days.  Our 
children  were  greeted  by  a  brand  new  addition  when  they  returned  to  school  after 
the  winter  break . 

The  addition  is  all  we  had  hoped  it  would  be.  Our  classrooms  are  bright  and 
roomy.  The  new  gym  is  in  use  by  the  community  five  nights  a  week.  We  now  have 
two  Media  Centers,  one  for  our  primary  children  and  one  for  our  intermediate 
students. 

The  older  section  of  our  building  has  been  completely  renovated  giving  us 
seven  classrooms  for  our  primary  K-2  unit.  A  community  roomi,  for  use  by 
community  groups,  has  been  created  from  a  room  adjacent  to  the  kitchen  and 
cafeteria.  The  school  is  once  again  a  functional  pleasant  place  to  work  and 
learn. 

We  continue  the  process  of  "finishing"  our  new  facility  with  more 
landscaping  and  play  yard  improvements.  A  new  athletic  field  has  been  started  as 
an  extension  of  the  present  ball  field.  When  finished,  the  new  field  will  be 
adequate  for  soccer,  "minor"  league  baseball,  physical  education  classes  and 
recess  play.  Our  playground  "Map  of  the  States"  has  been  re-painted  by 
Mrs.  Carey's  class  and  the  re-designing  of  our  playground  has  begun. 

The  excitement  of  our  "new"  building  has  been  dampened  by  the  budget  crises 
and  fiscal  woes  that  we  find  ourselves  dealing  with.  The  inability  of  the  State 
to  continue  to  fund  education  at  previous  levels  has  brought  increased  burdens 
to  the  local  community.  The  uncertainty  of  the  budget  has  weighed  heavily  on  the 
minds  of  staff.  Seeking  to  develop  creative  educational  programs  while  dealing 
with  a  lack  of  funds,  our  staff  has  implemented  two  new  programs  that  will 
benefit  all  of  our  students. 

Developed  this  year  by  Kyle  Carey,  Helen  Poirier  and  Peg  Frost  was  "TAT"; 
the  Teacher  Assistance  Team.  This  project  was  funded  through  a  competitive  State 
Grant  and  designed  to  create  a  team  of  teachers  dedicated  to  assisting  peers 
with  educational  problems  and  issues.  The  TAT  meets  after  school  every  other 
Thursday  during  the  school  year  and  discusses/problem  solves  issues  of 
importance  to  staff. 

Mrs.  Carey  also  played  a  key  role  in  developing  the  "Science  Connection". 
This  is  a  co-operative  venture  between  the  Oakharri  Center  School  and  Worcester- 
Polytechnic  Institute.  Jim  Dittami,  Oakham  resident  and  Worcester  Tech 
Professor,  is  the  liaison  between  the  Center  School  and  WPI  .  The  intent  of  this 
program  is  to  provide  teachers  and  students  with  increased  science  knowledge 
through  the  creation  of  a  science  room  and  individual  study  kits.  Staff  and 
students  are  excited  about  the  project  and  the  creation  of  a  space  dedicated  to 
the  study  of  science. 

We  will  continue  to  seek  innovative  solutions  such  as  these  to  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  our  students  and  the  financial  needs  of  our  town.  The 
Oakham  Center  School  continues  to  be  a  dynamic  institution  that  seeks  the  best 
for  students,  staff  and  community.  We  appreciate  the  support  of  the  townspeople 
and  look  forward  to  the  day  when  our  new  facility  will  be  used  to  its  fullest 
potential  .

PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT 
1989-1990  SCHOOL  YEAR 


During  the  1 989-1990  school  year  Quabbinfaculty  members  were  actively  engaged 
in  the  self-introspection  process  which  serves  as  the  prelude  to  the  ten  year 
accreditation  process  by  the  NEASC.  This  effort  produced  a  new  Philosophy 
Statement  reflecting  significant  distinctions  between  the  philosophy  and  goals  for 
the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  For  Junior  High  students  the  philosophy  places 
the  focus  on  the  development  of  self-esteem:  for  Senior  High  students  the  focus 
shifts  to  more  rigorous  academic  expectations.  A  comprehensive  School-Cornrnuntty 
Report  capturing  the  flavor  of  the  Jive  district  communities  served  by  Quabbin  was 
also  published  in  preparation  for  the  NEASC  Visiting  Team  Visit. 

A  desire  to  stimulate  improved  communication  between  and  among  the  various 
contingencies  served  by  Quabbin  prompted  the  introduction  of  some  exciting  new 
programs  including  the  Faculty  Forum,  Community  Coffee  Hour,  and  the  Quabbin 
Community  Partnership.  Members  of  the  previous  year’s  graduating  class  were 
also  invited  to  return  to  Quabbin  to  shore  their  worldly  views  and  first  semester 
experiences  with  the  current  crop  of  seniors.  A  School  Improvement  Team  was  also 
formed  to  begin  a  movement  towards  a  more  school-based  management  model 
meant  to  give  the  professional  in  the  building  a  more  significant  voice  in  the 
decision-making  process.  The  Quabbin  Bridge,  a  tutorial  program  founded  by 
Quabbin  parents  and  funded  by  private  donations,  provided  much  needed 
assistance  to  Quabbin  students. 

Historical  changes  on  the  international  scene  were  palpable  at  Quabbin  particularly 
during  the  Thanksgiving  holiday  season  when  a  Russian  group  toured  the  school 
visiting  and  participating  in  classes  then  Joining  the  faculty  for  a  traditional 
Thanksgiving  feast.  On  the  local  level,  horizons  expanded  for  athletes  as  Quabbin 
moved  from  the  ten  school  Wachusett  League  to  the  22  school  Midland-Wachusett 
League. 

A  National  Merit  scholar,  Darcy  Paquet,  was  numbered  among  the  distinguished 
in  the  graduating  class.  The  graduating  class  received  a  significant  amount  of 
financial  assistance  via  the  $  300,616  which  members  were  awarded  in  local 
scholarship  monies.  A  new  scholarship  from  the  Barre  Saving  Bank  in  the  amount 
of  $1500.00  was  a  welcome  and  much  needed  addition. 
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The  problems  with  Jinancing  the  public  schools,  however,  continued  to  plague  the 
Junior-Senior  High  School  To  their  credit,  local  communities  continued  to  raise  and 
appropriate  every  dollar  they  could  spare  to  support  Quabbin.  Fiscal  chaos  at  the 
state  level  threatened  and,  unfortunately  continues  to  threaten^  the  survival  of 
Quabbin  as  the  quality  educational  institution  which  should  be  an  entitlement  for 
the  students  we  serve.  As  we  look  to  the  future,  it  is  our  hope  that  funding 
inequities  will  be  addressed  so  that  students  in  smaR  towns  receive  educational 
opportunities  comparable  to  those  afforded  students  who  reside  in  more  affluent 
areas.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS: 


The  Assessors  Office  is  considered  to  be  much  more  professional  as  all 
Assessors  are  required  to  attend  school  which  involves  going  ten  weeks  for 
one  night  a  week.  The  alternative  is  to  go  to  UMASS  in  August  or  September 
when  it  is  offered  as  a  course  at  the  Assessor's  School.  This  course  is 
mandated  and  must  be  passed  to  achieve  certification  by  the  Dept,  of  Revenue 
within  two  years  of  assuming  office.  The  present  Assessors  have  all  been 
certified  by  the  Department  of  Revenue. 

It  is  also  necessary  to  attend  other  courses  aud  seminars  in  the  ever 
growing  need  to  keep  up  with  the  new  laws  and  requirements  relating  to 
assessors.  This  is  one  of  the  reasons  the  Board  has  hired  someone  who  holds 
a  professional  designation  in  the  field  of  assessment  to  be  Asst.  Assessor. 
The  Assessors  Office  is  essential  to  the  financial  needs  of  the  Town  in  that 
this  office  locates  and  values  all  property  equitably  for  tax  purposes.  It 
also  falls  on  the  Assessors  Office  to  provide  the  other  financial  officials 
of  the  Town  with  the  necessary  information  in  order  that  they  may  prepare 
budgets  that  enable  them  to  stay  under  prop  2  1/2.  The  Assessors  must  also 
prepare  the  tax  rate  and  make  sure  the  tax  bills  go  out  on  time  or  as  timely 
as  possible,  depending  on  how  soon  we  have  a  balanced  budget.  In  order  to 
maintain  the  necessary  cash  flow,  it  becomes  essential  that  the  tax  money 
come  into  the  town  treasury  as  soon  as  possible,  otherwise  the  Town  would 
need  to  borrow  in  order  to  pay  the  bills.
